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INSANE FROM LOSS 


Mr. s. H. Calvin’s Mind Gives 
Way Under Strain. 


SEQUEL TO A BANK FAILURE. 


Unfortunate Man and Wife Lost $7000 
Through the Salmon Closing 
at Clinton, Mo. 


S. H. Colvin, who came here about 
a year ago from Burlington Junction, 
Mo., and has since conducted a board­ 
ing house on South Main street, was 
taken to the Nevada insane asylum 
this morning as a county charge, his 
mind having given away from brood­ 
ing over his loss in the Salmon bank, 
says Wednesday’s Clinton Democrat. 
Mr. Colvin had on deposit in the 
bank when it closed its doors $3000, 
and his wife had $4000, which they 
depended upon to keep them in their 
old age. 
Since the bank closed his mind has 
dwelt continually upon their losses. 
For some time kind neighbors, some 
of them also heavy losers, have sought 
to divert his mind from his troubles, 
but without avail. 
On Tuesday he came uptown in the 
morning, and returned home in such 
a state of mental excitement that it 
was thought best to put him under 
surveillance. 
He continued to grow 
worse, and Tuesday afternoon 
the 
county court was convened and ad­ 
judged him insane, ordering him sent 
to the asylum at county expense. 
Mr. Colvin’s brother, James Colvin, 
assisted in taking him to Nevada. His 
farewell-taking of his wife and three 
little children was pitiful, indeed. At 
the depot he was in a lethargic state, 
but as his brother helped him to the 
train, he exclaimed, “Oh, my poor lit­ 
tle boy! 
They’ve robbed me of my 
money! 
They’ve robbed me of my 
money.” 
Mr. Colvin was recently the trustee 
in bankruptcy of Mr. McReynolds,who 
became financially ruined running a 
corn meal mill in this city. 
Mrs. Adah E. Stevenson, living five 
miles from Clinton, was also adjudged 
Insane Tuesday afternoon and taken 
to the asylum Wednesday.

Put Town In Absolutely Sanitary Con­ 
dition to Ally Any Fears of 
Spread of Fever. 


Columbia, Mo., Sept. 14.—In 
re­ 
sponse to the call made by the city of 
Columbia for employes on the scav­ 
enger wagon and street cleaning force, 
many students of Missouri university 
have asked for employment and have 
been put to work on the force which 
is making Columbia a spotless town. 
At a meeting of the city council 
Tuesday night, 
the fever situation 
was discussed, and an appropriation 
was niafte to thoroughly clean 
the 
town. 
It was the opinion of the city offi­ 
cials The fever situation is by no 
means serious, but, 
to make 
any 
spread of the disease Impossible, it 
was decided to give the town such a 
cleaning as no Missouri town 
has 
ever experienced before. 
Calls were made for wagons and 
help and the citizens responded liber­ 
ally, many of them furnishing teams 
and w'agons to the city free. 
I,abor is scarce, but this obstacle 
was overcome by the w'illingness of 
the students to help. 
Two members of the state board 
of health. Dr. J. T. Thatcher, of Ore­ 
gon. and Dr. W. S. Thompson, of Arm­ 
strong, arrived yesterday, and spent 
the day in an investigation of condi­ 
tions. 
They will make a report today, but 
could not be induced to make a state­ 
ment for publication yesterday. 
Yesterday was the second day for 
enrollment at the university, and the 
total enrollment 
for the fall term 
reached 399, which is twenty-tw'o more 
than on the second day last year. The 
officials of the university are feeling 
very optimistic over the outlook, and 
believe that the total attendance this 
year w ill be ahead of that of last year, 
in spite of the fever alarm.

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A STORY OF JAPAN. 


It Is Printed In Scribner’s 
Magazine for September. 


THOMAS F. MILLIARD, WRITER 


He Tells Why It Was That the Japs 
Accepted the Peace Proposals 
at Portsmouth. 


In Scribner’s Magazine for Septem­ 
ber is an article on “The Financial 
Prospects of Japan,” by Thomas F. 
Millard. 
It was written from Tokio 
in May and, in the light of the peace 
term s that were agreed upon by Ja­ 
pan and Russia 
at 
Portsmouth, it 
seem s almost prophetic. 
The article is what partisans of the 
Japanese would call pro-Russian. But 
it is impossible to 
give it a careful 
reading without feeling that it casts 
much light on the concurrence of 
Japan in an agreement which to the 
large body of Americans was a dis­ 
tinct surprise. 
This very agreement 
is foreshadowed in the article of Mr. 
Millard, because, as he sets forth, of 
internal conditions 
in 
the empire 
w'hich he does not regard with any­ 
thing resembling optimism. 
The Ja­ 
panese, he says, are not expert farm­ 
ers. 
Nearly one-half of the arable 
land In Japan is not under cultivation. 
More than that, tlie land that Is under 
cultivation does not produce what it 
ought to yield. 
Aside from its coal fields, says Mr. 
Millard, Japan does not produce in 
quantities 
worth 
mentioning other 
valuable minerals. And he adds that 
there is no fair prospect that she ever 
will. 
The fisheries of the islands he 
pronounces important and as yielding 
about $40,000,000 per annum. 
The to­ 
tal tonnage of ships flying the Japa­ 
nese flag is 600,000 tons gross. 
This 
traffic could not have had a beginning, 
Mr. Millard says, without government 
support, and would collapse if the 
subsidies on w’hich it depends w'ere 
withdrawn. 
As 
to 
labor, 
Mr. Millard says: 
“Many false conclusions about the 
future of manufacturing in Japan are 
based upon the fact that manual labor 
is very cheap, as expressed in the 
daily wage of 
the 
individual 
But 
whether labor is cheap or dear de- 


pends not upon the w*age standard, 
but the cost of production. 
There is 
no doubt that industry in Japan to­ 
day as applied to the manufacture of 
a great majority of products staple 
in the world’s markets, is severely 
handicapped by expensive labor con­ 
ditions; w’hich is to say that the inef­ 
ficiency of Japanese labor compared 
to manufacturing countries where the 
rate of wages is much higher, makes 
it, especially when driven along un­ 
familiar paths, among the most ex­ 
pensive, not the cheapest labor in the 
w’orld. 
To put ini > a sentence what 
I have gathered from a number of men 
who have made a study of industrial 
conditions in Japan, Japanese labor 
is both incompetent and w'asteful.” 
The pressure of the war, says Mr. 
Millard, has been felt on all sides. 
The people are taxed almost to the 
limit. 
Domestic loans have drawn 
I 
large sums out of the ordinary chan­ 
nels of investments. 
General pros­ 
perity in Japan 
is 
setting upon a 
downward course, if the westerner 
can conceive a point below an aver­ 
age monthly income 
of one dollar. 
With a population rapidly increasing, 
the importation of food products is 
increasing still more rapidly, while 
the tendency of industry is to languish 
in most lines, and there is little foun­ 
dation for reasonable expectation of 
improvement. The quotations on lead­ 
ing Japanese industrial and banking 
stocks have declined steadily for the 
last ten years. 
Such a country, in 
the judgment of Mr. Millard, cannot 
be an attractive market for war loans. 
A comparison be says, will show that 
the deposits .in the banks of the city 
of New York w'ould more than pay for 
all of the capitalized wealth of Ja­ 
pan, including bank deposits. He adds 
that the domestic war loans have al­ 
ready been a severe strain upon the 
bank deposits of the country, and 
notwithstanding pretenses to the con­ 
trary, the last loan w*as not secured 
without 
some 
government pressure 
upon certain wealthy classes. 
The 
masses of the people are still of un­ 
reasoning enthusiasm, but unfortun­ 
ately they have no money, their little 
all already having been almost absorb­ 
ed, w’hile common prudence dictates 
that some thing should be reserved 
against possible hard times. And the 
more prosperous classes are already 
beginning to wonder how the govern­ 
ment, even if it wins the war. is go­ 
ing to pay its obligations. 
On the whole Mr. Millard is unable 
to see a very flattering future for Ja-

One of the strangest sights in Amer­ 
ica, says Human Life, is to see the two 
Japanese envoys, Baron Jutaro Ko- 
mura and Minister Kogoro Takahira,

latest examples of the American au­ 
tomobile. 
If Witte and Rosen are interesting 
types of human nature, what shall we 
say of these two remarkable men 
from the Land of the Rising Sun? 
Place Komura alongside of Witte 
and you have a contrast that would 
cause a broad smile, if it were not for 
your good breeding. 
The little man from the Far East 
is almost absurdly small and slight, 
but you read in his grave and thought­ 
ful mein and the glint of his black 
eyes that his brain matter is far dis­ 
proportionate to his frame. 
The Japanese newspaper men in at­ 
tendance on the conference say of 
their idol: “Oh, Baron Komura is a 
wise man! 
The Russians will find

Komura is, moreover, a very meth­ 
odical man in the manner of details, 
and the systematic manner in w'hich, 
under his direction, the business af­ 
fairs of the Japanese mission were 
administered, w'as a marvel to all who 
were knowing to them. 
The baron, though diminutive in 
stature, has a generous soul, and his 
financial rew'ards to the servants at 
the various hotels where he and his 
suite have stopped have been exceed­ 
ingly liberal—so much so that they 
have brought dismay to the anti-tip­ 
ping league.

N( wport and other fashionable re­ 
sorts. An interesting fact in this con- 
nf'ction is that he drove a four-in-hand 
over the same route nearly fifty years 
ago. 
At the Jequot house in New I.«ondon, 
where Mr, Ronalds and his party stop­ 
ped last week, he asked permission 
of the clerk to inspect \he old regis­ 
ters, and turning back the leaves he 
found where he and a party of friends 
had registered there on the same day 
of the month in 1857, just forty-eight 
years ago. 
Another incident of the 
trip was a visit which Mr. Ronalds 
made to the old Lorillard mansion, in 
Bronx park. The mansion was erect­ 
ed by Mr. Ronalds’ grandfather, Peter 
Ixrrillard, and he had not seen it In 
fifty years. 
Instead of being met at the door 
by a butler, Mr. 
Ronalds 
and his 
friends found a police sergeant sit­ 
ting behind a desk in what was once 
the grand drawing room. 
The prop­ 
erty was condemned years ago by 
New York city, and is now being used 
as a station by the Bronx park police 
squad. 
Mr. Ronalds spent nearly an 
hour in the station, inspecting the an­ 
cestral halls of \he family and enter­ 
taining those in his party with inter­ 
esting reminiscences.

V hen 
the identity of Mr. Harrinian’s uncle 
was disclosed to some of the old resi­ 
dents of 
Honolulu 
the new’s 
w*as 
received with 
the 
utmost astonish­ 
ment, for nobody supposed that the 
once 
charming 
and 
accomplished 
American secretary of 
King Kame­ 
hameha IV. had been a relative of the 
noted American railroad financier. 
Mr. Neilson was the youngest son 
of Dr. John 
Neilson, 
a prominent 
physician of New Y'ork, and was a so­ 
ciety favorite in the 
American me­ 
tropolis in the late forties. 
At the 
beginning of the California gold fe­ 
ver Mr. Neilson and a friend, Alfred 
Seaton, of New' York, w'ent to San 
Francisco to win their fortunes, but 
finally decided to come to Honolulu. 
Mr. Neilson found an easy admission 
to the Hawaiian court circles. 
His 
fine presence attracted attention. 
He 
accepted a position of secretary of 
King Kamehameha with a salary at­ 
tached. 
There are many persons still alive 
who recall the incidents of the trage-

ciirred his dislike. 
He had heard 
stories of the friendship of his Queen 
for Mr. Neilson and had become very 
jealc\,s. 
The climax took place at 
Lahaina, on the Island of Maui, in 
August of 1859. 
The king decided to 
return to Honolulu by the royal yacht 
and left the place. 
Mr. Neilson re­ 
mained behind. 
Kamehameha for some reason sud­ 
denly changed his mind and had the 
yacht put back to Lahaina. The king 
had been drinking and seemed to be 
very morose. 
He went to the royal 
residence and there found Mr. Neil­ 
son, whom he shot with a revolver. 
It is said that king stood with his 
back to Mr. Neilson, and, looking Into 
a large mirror, aimed the revolver 
over his back and 
shot the young 
American. 
Mr. Neilson survived the 
wound several 
months. 
The king, 
who became convinced of Mr. Neil- 
son’s innocence, showed the utmost 
remorse for the act and w'anted to ab­ 
dicate the throne, but was prevailed 
upon not to relinquish the reins of 
government. Mr. Neilson was brought 
to Honolulu, where he died. 
Another story of the affair is that 
the king shot Mr. Neilson because of 
jealousy over one of the court beau­ 
ties.

One great avenue to a better under­ 
standing of the Indian Is a compre­ 
hension of their songs for songs are to 
the Indian all that books are to us, 
says The Native American. 
Songs 
and ceremonies are the unwritten lit­ 
erature of the race. 
As in medieval 
times the deeds of heroes and the 
chronicles of peace 
and 
war were 
sung by bards and minstrels, so today 
in the festivals of the Indian the great 
events of the tribe are told in song. 
Besides its important part as the ex­ 
pression of the intellectual, moral and 
spiritual life of the Indian, song often 
accompanies even the 
most menial 
acts of daily toil. 
Such 
songs are 
special songs to fit the task, as for 
instance, the songs of the Pueblo wo­ 
men while grinding their corn. 
I paused one day at the door of a 
Pueblo house w’here a woman was 
^singing a 
flute-like 
melody to the 
rhythm of her grinding. 
‘‘Tell me,” I asked her, “what are 
you singing 
about?” 
The woman 
paused in her work. 
“Oh,” she answ’ered with a smile, 
j “I am singing of the rainbow Garth 
jwho paints the heavens; of the rain 
that w’e long 
for; 
of our growing 
corn.” 
Such songs are gems of poetic and 
melodic beauty that w'ould be valua­ 
ble indeed in our American literature 
and culture. 
European musicians, on 
hearing the Indian songs, exclaimed: 
"And you Americans are allowing 
all this to perish? You are stamping 
out music unlike any other in the 
world—why?” 
Why, indeed, for this music belongs 
.to our own land. 
Happily the preju­ 
dice against 
the 
Indian songs, as 
I against all things Indian, is waning, 
j Yet, if we are to retain the peculiar 
J talents of this 
people, 
the schools 
must foster in the little ones the gifts 
inherited. 
The Indian will not work 
less but more for encouragement of 
J the natural song impulses in him. And 
such encouragement will help to make 
him 
what we want him to be—that 
for which our young republic stands— 
the workman with ideals.

“He hadn’t gone half a mile when 
he heard a lion grunt behind him. 
Turning, there was a lioness about 
60 yards away and she came on to 
within about 20 paces. 
Then he let 
her have it, breaking her lower Jaw. 
She charged and the next shot broke 
one front leg. 
The third, at close 
quarters, missed her altogether. 
“The lioness got De Beer down and 
his left hand and arm, with which he 
was trying to guard his face were 
much bitten. She got hold of his hand 
with her back teeth and chewed It 
badly, but, her jaw and front leg be­ 
ing broken, she could not finish him 
off. 
“He had a little terrier dog with 
him, an4 the dog, about this time, 
fastened into the lioness’ ear and hung 
on. 
This made the brute shift a lit­ 
tle and De Beer was able to get hold 
of his rifle with his right hand.

Deep down in the bowels of the 
earth fires will sometimes smolder 
for years, says Tid-Bits. 
In 1872 a 
fire broke out in the Tawd Valley 
collieries at Skelmersdale, between 
Liverpool and Preston, and, though 
all sorts of methods were tried In or­ 
der to extinguish the flames, it was 
not until December 1897, that th ^ la st 
spark of fire was stamped out. 
When the colliery owners found it 
impossible to subdue the blaze by or­ 
dinary means they had stout walls 
built to shut off the advance of the 
flames. The intense heat cracked and 
burnt up the brickwork as quickly 
as It was put up, and it was only for 
the erection of a mass of masonry 
nearly a hundred yards In thickness 
that the fire area was limited. 
In December, 1897, the River Twad 
burst its banks, and tons of water 
flowing down the mine shaft exting­ 
uished the 
furnace 
that had been 
alight for over 25 years. 
When the 
flood swept in and reached the fire 
scene, waterspouts 
and steam and 
spray jets were forced into the open 
air to a height of over 300 feet above 
the pithead workings. 
A mine in Warwickshire has been 
alight for years, and man is powerless 
to check it. 
The blaze started in a 
seam of highly combustible coal, and 
the workings, 
which 
stretch under 
'parts of Birmingham itself, are grad­ 
ually being burnt out. 
Within Whitwick colliery. In Leices­ 
tershire. a fire had all its own way for 
upwards of 25 years, and finally caus­ 
ed a terrible catastrophe. 
Refuse heaps from’ coal pits have 
been knowm to burn for years.

Chicago, in., Sept. 9.—“Rockefeller 
predicts that the next 
hard times 
crisis will strike this country in 1907 
and 1908, and that where there were 
three million of men ^ut of work in 
1893, there will be from seven to ten 
million in idleness when the next 
siege of hard times is upon us.’’ 
Col. W. H. Moore, president of the 
National Good Roads association, w’ho 
is here, is authority for the statement 
of Mr. Rockefeller. 
“The statement was made to me in 
conversation with Rockefeller some 
time ago,” said Colonel Moore, “and 
he declared 
that 
the government 
should not wait until the hour of peril 
arrives, but should legislate to provide 
w’ork for the idle and be prepared to 
care for them when the crisis arrives. 
Mr. Rockefeller bases his statement 
on the fact that overproduction in all 
lines will bring about the crisis, and, 
as he has his hand on the financial 
pulse of the country all the time, he 
is in a position to know’. 
We were 
talking good roads at the time, and it 
was his idea that proper legislation 
should be enacted so that the Idle men 
could be put to work building roads 
w’hen the time comes. 
He declared 
that it seemed to be a good solution 
of the problem.” 


The wholesale prices of meats have 
been advanced by the packers, says 
the Kansas City Star. All grades of 
pork and beef 
are from 
% to 2% 
cents a pound higher now than they 
were a few days ago. This has caused 
a corresponding advance in the retail 
prices of meats, and the butchers are 
kept busy explaining to their custo­ 
mers that me packers, and not the re­ 
tailers, are responsible for the high 
charges. 
This is the season of the year for 
pork and beef prices to decline. 
In­ 
stead prices are climbing higher each 
week, and the butchers say there is 
nothing to do but to submit, because 
the big packers have everything their 
own way. 
The packers deny there Is a secret 
understanding about prices, but all 
packers give out the same prices ev­ 
ery morning. If a butcher complains 
that the prices of the Armour Packing 
company are too high and an effort 
to find cheaper prices, goes to Fowl­ 
er’s, Cudahy’s, Swift’s, Morris* or any 
of the large packers he will be met 
with the same quotations. 
Pork loin which the packers sold at 
w’holesale a few days ago for 10 and 
10% cents is now 12% cents. 
It is 
being retailed at 15 cents, a raise of 
2% cents by the butchers, also. Bone­ 
less pork* which sold for 7% cents 
and 8 cents at wholesale, Is now 10 
cents. 
It retails for 12% cents. 
Ba­ 
con which th<i butchers bought for 16 
cents a short time ago, is now 18 
cents. There has also been a raise of 
2 cents on dry salt pork, 1 cent on 
hams and % to % cent on lard. 
The prices of dressed beef 
have 
been advanced % cent. 
The packers 
explain that the hog and cattle market 
is unusually high for this season of 
the year, but the quotations from the 
stock yards yesterday indicate the 
packers are holding the prices down.

Rand Powder Works Destroyed 
By Explosion. 


LOCATED IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


There Were Two Explosions, and Five 
Buildings Comprising the Plant 
Were Wrecked. 


Connellsville, 
Pa., 
Sept. 9.—The 
Rand powder works, six miles from 
Uniontown, Pa., was destroyed 
to­ 
day by an explosion. 
It is said the entire five buildings 
comprising the plant were wrecked. 
The first reports stated that the 
dead probably would number between 
twenty and thirty. 
There were two 
explosions. 
Intense excitement ensued, and it 
was impossible for the time being to 
get the names and details. 
The bodies are being taken from 
the ruins. 
Manager Rand was seriously hurt. 
Later reports say probably between 
forty and forty-five are in the ruins. 
The search in the wreckage is slow, 
and it is difficult to estimate the ca­ 
sualties. It is probable that the cause 
of the explosion was a car of powder. 
All the men who were working 
about it, however, are believed to 
have been blown to atoms, and tu 
cause may never be known. 
From this car the explosion spread 
to the magazines, which carried with 
it about everything there was in the 
plant. 
The explosions were terrific, and re­ 
sembled earthquake shocks. 
All the windows 
in a passenger 
train passing the scene at the time 
were broken, and a number of passen­ 
gers cut by flying glass. 
Nobody on the train was killed, but 
some are reported seriously hurt. 
So far, twelve bodies have been 
taken from the ruins, and it is said 
there are as many more bodies still 
under the debris. 
Hundreds of people are helping in 
the rescue work. Six bodies were re­ 
covered almost beyond recognition. 
For miles around the scene of the 
explosion buildings have been blown 
over, and at UniontoTun, seven miles 
distant, hundreds of windows were 
broken.

to secure 
the 
child after the fair was over, and 
got it, bringing it to I.,awrence, where 
it has been cared for by its grand­ 
mother, Mrs. Thompson. 
Now Mr. and Mrs. Barclay bring 
action by a habeas corpus applica­ 
tion, contending that the baby was not 
that of Mrs. Blakely, but that of an 
actress who was sick at the same hos­ 
pital about the same time. The Bar­ 
clays claim further that the Blakely 
baby died at birth, and 
that Mrs.

China’s claim for indemnity from 
Japan and Russia for making its ter­ 
ritory, Manchuria, the theater of the 
recent war, w’ill probably rest as a 
“moral claim.” 
There Is no prooa- 
bility, says the Kansas City Star, that 
an attempt w’ill be made to enforce it 
with arms, at least not for many years 
to come. .Japan can consistently take 
the stand that it has repaid China 
manyfold by restoring Manchuria to 
it, free from Russian influences. And 
as for Russia, China could scarcely be 
more successful in collecting a claim 
from the czar’s government than it 
was in driving his troops from its big 
Northern 
province. 
Without 
doubt 
China has a good claim against Rus­ 
sia. but it is not probable that it will 
be recognized. If China really makes 
demands of Japan for indemnity It Is 
altogether probable that the matter 
of the Chinese Eastern railway,-pay­ 
ment for W’hich Japan has regarded as 
a sort of equivalent for its own war 
indemnity so far as it goes, may be 
held up for a long time to come. 
In 
such case Japan would continue to 
hold and operate the railway 
and 
would thus become a disturbing fac­ 
tor in the administration of Manchu­ 
ria. But China is practically helpless 
at present. It is pow’erful in numbers, 
but is not prepared for war.

By neglect or indiffdtence, or both, 
the pair once apart seemed gradually 
to wax forgetful that there were such 
things as ink 
and 
paper, postage 
stamps and mail carriers, and after a 
lapse of some few years Polly, who in 
the meantime had drifted west, think­ 
ing the husband of her girlhood days 
dead and under the sod, became the 
wife of another. 
And that's what Horace did. 
He 
eame home after the war, went west 
to grow up with the country, married 
and perhaps forgot all about Polly, 
who by no means had forgotten him. 
Polly was true to her first love even 
after she became Polly Wilson and 
was settled in a cozy home in Clinton, 
la. 
As the years rolled over the head 
of Horace Raymond, hundreds of miles 
away, and gave him wife and children, 
so they rolled over the head of her 
whom he had called wife. 
Children 
came to assuage the sorrow that had 
entered her soul. 
Happy 
with her 
husband, who was good and true to 
her, yet never being quite able to for­ 
get the past, she lived the new life, 
letting each day take care of itself. 
Then suddenly came the end, and 
with eyes blinded with fast falling 
tears, gathering her brood about her, 
Polly W ilson followed her husband, 
mourning, to the cemetery, where, 
amid the violets and daisies of the 
early spring, he was buried.

Into her daughter's home moved 
Polly Raymond W ilson, where many 
and many a night the widow and her 
daughter talked of long lost Horace 
Raymond, until one day information 
came 
that 
Horace 
Raymond was 
among the living in another town, 
where he had married again and rear- 
^ a second fam ily. 
A year passed, two. three, a half 
dozen. 
Then one day the daughter 
came into the living room, with a new 


her daughter—their child—and he was 
alone and lonely In a faraway city. 
The 
messages 
continued to pass 
back and forth, the daughter plead­ 
ing that pride shouid give way to love, 
that husband 
and 
wife across the 
chasm of time and misunderstanding

in a new land forget the 
past vvd live only in the glorious 
present.

“ Mother is ailing these days,” she 
wrote. 
“ She seems to miss you.

She is not strong, 
I fear, but I hope for the best. 


It w as a w^hite lie, one of those that 
Peter glosses over in the book of ac­ 
counts. In the final day it w ill count 
against tne daughter none at all.

gressively from west to east. 
The 27th, 28 and 29th are reaction­ 
ary 
storm 
days. 
W e predict that 
within the period embraced between 
Wednesday 27th and Saturday the 
30th many wide-sweeping and violent 
storms w ill visit various 
parts of 
sea and land all around the earth. 
W e predict that a decided, rushing 
high barometer w ill come down out 
of the northw’est as the closing Sep­ 
tember storms are pushed eastw'ard, 
and that high gales and changes to 
very cool w'eather w ill be in transit 
from w'est to east at the close of the 
month. 
Indications are favorable for 
low temperatures and frosts over all 
central and northern sections, along 
with the September storm period. Let

W’eather conditions at this, or even 
previous periods in September, may 
be such as to arrest and destroy the 
pestilence of yellow fever, now ravag­ 
ing much of our country*

A most 
remarkable 
story cot 


from Pocahontas, Arkansas, in whicn 


the intelligence of a dog is depicted 


so clearly that after having heard the 


story one is almost convinced that 


the dog possesses reasoning powers 


equal to man, says the Joplin Globe 


of Sunday. 
* 
The story is that of the murder of 
W . P. Burns, brother of H. A. Bums, 
who for a year and a half conducted 
a dairy at Cottonwood Springs, near 
Joplin. 
The dog, which is only an ordinary 
little black and white cur, rejoicing 
In the commonplace name of “ Jim ,” 
was the only witness to the murder 
of W . P. Burns, a well-to-do farmer 
and ferryman on the Spring river, on 
the morning of June 30, 1905, Ed 
Hubbard, a woodsman, being the con­ 
victed principal In the deed and a 
woman known as W illie Roberts, who 
was Bum s’ housekeeper, being charg­ 
ed as accessory to the crime. 
The motive alleged was the desire 
of Hubbard and W lllle Roberts to 
come into possession of the property 
of Bums through a w ill made at the 
instance of the woman. 
But for “ Jim ” the crime would pos­ 
sibly never have been discovered, for 
it was his love for his master which 
sent him to the house of a neighoor. 
where his whines and actions, which 
were almost human, suggested to the 
neighbor that something unusual had 
happened. 
As a result, the neighbor 
made a search, which resulted In the 
finding of the body at the bottom of 
the river, and the ultimate unravel­ 
ing of the deep plot, which ended in 
murder. 
Growls at Accused Man. 
And “ Jim ,” the little 
black and 
white companion of “ Pics” Bums, did 
not stop with notifying the neighbor} 
of the crime, 
but 
appeared In the 
courtroom at the trial, and when Hub­ 
bard was arraigned, gave testimony 
of his hatred by showing his teeth and 
by growls when the accused man was 
brought in—testimony barred by the 
law, but effective in the eyes of the 
jury when the evidence was present­ 
ed. 
Some time last year it was suggest­ 
ed to 
W illie 
Roberts 
that “ Pies” 
Burns, w’ho had been separated from 
his second wife for some time, yanted 
a housekeeper, and that a scheme 
might be carried out whereby she 
might come into possession of Burns' 
farm and a considerable sum of money 
he was supposed to have. 
Bum s and 
the 
Roberts woman 
were brought together by mutual ac­ 
quaintances and she was engaged as 
housekeeper, a verbal arrangement 
being entered into at the time, to the 
effect that if she took good care of the 
old man during his lifetim e she was 
to receive his property at his death. 
Shortly aftehward it was suggested 
to W illie Rooerts that she would do 
well to have the agreement put into 
writing. W itn some reluctance on the 
part of Bums, this was done and a 
w ill was regularly drawn in favor of 
W illie Robert«. 
It was then, according to the evi­ 
dence produced at the trial of Ed 
iiubbard that tne plot against the life 
of Bum s began. According to a con­ 
fession made by Hubbard, which he 
later retracted, it seemed too long to 
wait for the old man to die, and 
plans were made to end his life. 
Various means were suggested, ac­ 
cording to Hubbard, and put aside as 
being too risky. 
It came out In the evidence that 
Burns was In the habit of going in his 
boat in lae early morning to set his 
fishing lines. 
On the evening of June 29 Hubbard 
went to the Bum s house, he claimed 
in his confession, in response to a let­ 
ter from W illie Roberts. 
The three 
slept in one room that night. 
After 
the old man was asleep, so Hubbard 
stated, the woman went to the “ shake- 
down” where he was sleeping and 
aroused him and told him to wake 
Burns early, with the excuse that he 
wanted to cross the river to catch a 
train for Hoxle, so that he could get 
some whisky. 
At daybreak Hubbard aroused the 
old man and the two went to the fiver 
bank, unlocked the ferry boat and 
started to embark on what was “ Pies” 
Bum s' last ride on the craft he had 
piloted across 
the 
river so many 
times. 
Here It was that “ Jim ,” just the 
“ onery” little black and white cur, 


with a cur’s loyalty to «.^e one who 
feeds him, came into the case. 


“ Don't Take the Dog.” 


As the two were getting into the 
ferry “ Jim ” spied them from under 
the steps, where he slept BarKing a 
good morning greeting he ran to the 
river bank where they were embark­ 
ing and started to jump into the boat, 
to make the trip across as he had done 
hundre'3 of times before with his 
master 


“ Don’t let’s take the dog,” said Hub­ 
bard, as he gave “Jim ” a kick, which 
sent him back to the bank. He might 
fol^^w me after we get across and get 
•I 
“ Jim ” did not take the trip, but 
d on the hank, whinning and tell- 
in the plainest dog language that 
he belonged to his master. Twice he 
started to swim across, to be driven 
back by Hiiuoard, who seemed to have 
some intuition that the dog might 
flustrate his plans. 


Nearing the middle of the river 
Burns w’as pulling the boat by the fer­ 
ry line. 
His back was turned to his 
side of the river and Hubbard was be­ 
hind him. 
As the old man reached 
forward to take a fresh pull on the 
rope, Hubbard sprung upon him and 
gave him a push forward. 
Burn4 fell 
forward and partly into the water 
Realizing then the plot against hi« 
life, the old man struggled to regain 
his footing, but the relentless Hub- 
hard took him by the heels and threw 
him overboard. 


Twice the old man’s face ap. eared 
at the surface, only to sink again 
t-.e last i.me not to rise again. 
Dog the Only Witness. 
No one saw the deed—that is, no 
one but “ Jim .” 
When Hubbard 
saw 
that “ Pies” 
Burns was at the bottom of the river, 
he paddled the boat back to the shor.% 
went to me house and told W illie 
Roberts that he had “ fixeu the oM 
man.” 
There he changed his under­ 
shirt, as the one he wore In the boat 
had become wet and muddy during the 
scuffle, and made his way back to 
the Black river bottom, after having 
turned the boat adrift to give the Im­ 
pression that the old man had fallen 
overboard while setting his fish lines. 
But all this time liiiie “ Jim ” was 
busy. As he saw the murderer throw 
his master Into the water, his dog love 
asserted itself and into the water he 
plunged to aid his drowning master. 
Hubbard was too much occupied to 
notice the little dog and “ Jim ” was 
not molested in his mission of mercy. 
Straight to 
where 
he 
had seen 
Burns sink went “ Jim .” 
But he was 
too late, and, after swimming around 
the spot for 
some 
time, he turned 
back and regained the uank. 
Possibly It was instinct which kept 
him from going to W illie Roberts for 
assistance, but whatever it was that 
influenced him, he ran to the hoase 
of a neighbor named Graco, n’mounc- 
ing Ills coming bv barks ahrlH and 
loud that something out of the ordin­ 
ary had occurred. 
As Grace went to 
the 
doorstep. 
“ Jim ” grabbed him by the trousers 
leg and pulled him in the direction of 
the river. 
Thinking that, possibly. Burns wish­ 
ed his assistance in running the ferry, 
a matter of common occurrence, Grace 
followed the dog to the house. Receiv­ 
ing no answ’er to his ki cck, Grace 
spoke to the dog. 
“ Jim , where is 
Uncle Pies?” he 
asked. 
Straight to the river ran Jim . Grace 
followed, and, finding the boat gone, 
surmised that Burns had met with 
some accident. 
“Jim ” took to the water and swam 
around directly over where Burns had 
disappeared. 
Suspicions Against Hubbard. 
Neighbors were summoned and a 
search began, the result being that 
the men, diving into the water, found 
the body of 
Burns 
exactly where 
“ Jim ” had told them in his dog lan­ 


guage. 
At the 
coroner’s 
inquest, some 
slight suspicion was aroused that the 
drowning of Burns was not an acci­ 
dent. 
Answers to questions put to 
W illie Roberts strengthened the sus­ 
picion and resulted in the arrest of 
Ed Hubbard by Sheriff Jackson and 
his subsequent indictment, trial and 
conviction of murder in the first de­ 
gree. with a hanging sentence. 
The trial last week, which occupied 
five days, was the most noteworthy in 
the history of Randolph county. Peo­ 
ple for miles around flocked to Poca­ 
hontas, filling every hotel and board­ 
ing house to overflowing. Many camp­ 
ed on the grounds surrounding the 
court house. 
When the case was called, there 
was not an inch of room in the court­ 
room. 
The more thrifty sold their 


seats. 
One hundred 
and 
fifty talesmen 
were found to try the case. 
Sheriff 
Jackson had worked well on the case, 
and as the evidence was presented it 
became apparent that Hubbard stood 
but little show of acquittal. 
Not appearing on the court records 
as a witness, but nevertheless an im­ 
portant link in the case, “ Jim ” played 


an important 
part 
for the state. 
Edging his way into the courtyard as 
though he realized that the man who 
killed his master was to he tried for 
the crime, “ Jim ” took his stand by 
the door through which the prisoner 
was to enter. No one noticed the lit­ 
tle black and white cur until the door 
opened 
and 
Hubbard 
entered in 
charge of Sheriff Jackson. 
Immediately “ Jim ” set up a loud 
and 
angry 
barking, 
as if 
to say, 
“ There is the man who killed my mas­ 
ter.” 
Dog Clinches the Case. 
It was Impressive, and few who wit­ 
nessed it could be convinced that lit­ 
tle “ Jim ” did not know what it was 
all about, and that he was not offering 
his evidence in the case in the best 
manner which nature allowed. 


Little by little the evidence piled 
up against Hubbard. 
Though repudi­ 
ating his former confession, his testi­ 
mony on the stand, to the effect that 
he pushed Burns into the water In 
self defense, w’as given in such a man­ 
ner that it had little weight with the 
jury. 
Attorneys appolntea hy the court 
to defend Hubbard fought the case 
stubbornly. 
The date of the hanging has been 
set for October 12, and the trial of 
W illie Roberts for complicity w ill take 
place November 14. 
“ Jim ” was a constant attendant at 
the trial, and when the verdict had 
been rendered and the crowds went 
to their homes “ Jim ” trotted off with 
his new master, Grace, with whom he 
has lived since the tragedy. 


MASSACRE IN CITY 


Letter Describing the Trouble at 
Bialystok. 


THE SOLDIERS USED BLOWS. 


A State of Affairs That Would Be 
Tolerated In Few Countries 
Outside «f Russia. 


From Bialystok. a big cloth manu­ 
facturing town in the government of 
Grodno, Russia, comes a letter de­ 
scribing the massacre that occurred 
there on August 12, says the New 
York Sun. 
The letter is postmarked 
a few days later than the date from 
one of the first German railroad sta­ 
tions beyond 
the 
Russian border. 
Bialystok is In the old Lithunian ter­ 
ritory that went to Russia with Po­ 
land. It had more than 60,000 inhab­ 
itants by the census of 1897, and con­ 
tains many Jews. 
A translation of 
the letter follows: 
“ Bialystok, August 17.—^Whlle the 
Russian empire and foreign countries 
were awaiting anxiously the decree 
of grace which the autocrat in Peters­ 
burg would grant to his people on 
the first anniversary of the birth of 
his heir our paternal government sur­ 
prised us with a horror which not 
only is worthy of the shameful deeds 
at Petersgurg, Baku, Warsaw, Odes­ 
sa and Lodz, but surpasses these in 
cruelty and cynicism. 
“ In the massacre at Klshenev and 
Hamel, at 
Shitomlr 
and Baku, at 
TIflis and Simferopol, which were pro­ 
voked by the police, that body tried 
to shirk the frightful responsibility 
by ascribing the cause to the dissen­ 
sions of race: but on August 12 the 
police, the minor officials connected 
with it, and the officers, In short, all 
that we curse here under the name 
bureaucracy, have torn off the figleaf 
from their shame and shown in Its 
full nakedness so dreadful a picture 
of truly bestial hatred against the 
whole people and of 
unquenchable 
vindictiveness that we, horrified and 
dismayed, can 
only 
ask 
ourselves, 
‘W hat now?' 
“ For months past the police had 
tried to stir up the Christian work­ 
men against their Jewish comrades. 
It promised to aid them In all their 
economic demands if they would sep­ 
arate from the Jews and act In con­ 
cert with the Tschernaya Sotnia, the 
black band, whose object is to exter­ 
minate all 
the 
intelligence of the 
country. 
W e have here, however, a 
model class of workingmen, well or­ 
ganized and disciplined, which gave 
the Holy Hermandad the proud an­ 
swer: 
'W e forbid 
your 
arranging 
persecutions of the Jews In our name; 
we w ill protect them with our bodies 
and turn like a single man against 
you and your mercenaries.' 
“ The police 
explained 
its under­ 
hand proceedings to the m ilitary au­ 
thorities of the garrison here and was 
strongly 
supported 
by the officers. 
The soldiers were told that the whole 
town had conspired 
against them; 
that they would be cut down in the 
open streets; single soldiers were al­ 
lowed to leave the barracks and camps 
with loaded rifles and amply provided 
with cartridges. The soldiers, suppos­ 
ed to be intended as a protection to 
the people against the Anarchists, be­ 


came its greatest terror. 
A ll hearts 


were heavy. W e felt that a catastro­ 


phe impended; it was perceptible, but 


nowhere could v;e turn for help and 


protection. 


“ The massacre that all feared came 


at last on August 12, without provo­ 
cation on the part of the people, with 
no reason or sense. An armed soldier 
picked a quarrel with a workingman 
in the Suraser street, the main street 
of the laboring quarter, and wounded 
him mortally. 
When the dying man 
had been carried into a room, soldiers 
pushed their way in, killed four per­ 
sons and scattered. Then a bomb ex­ 
ploded, wounding eight workmen and 
two soldiers. 
Who threw the bomb? 
The workmen swear that the crime 
was committed by a police spy. 
“ The soldiers 
rusned 
like wild 
beasts 
into 
the 
most 
frequented 
streets and shoot everything in sight; 
they shoot down the streets into win­ 
dows, at closed houses, through iron 
fences, regardless of person, age or 
sex. 
One soldier ran like a madman 
through the main street; he fired his 
rifle; then aimed at the entrance of 
a crowded house, laughed, but did not 
fire; he repeated his joke before an­ 
other house. 
At a third house the 
former editor of a 
newspaper that 
failed and who ran off last year with 
the money of the Red Cross and was 
handed over to the Russian officials 
in Hamburg, but who is m w persona 
gratissima to the police and the un­ 
worthy head of the nobility, said to 
the crazy soldier to hurry up and fire 
into the house, which was filled with 
“ intellectuals.” 
The 
soldier 
fired, 
killed a servant girl, severely wound­ 
ed a young merchant, then hastened 
on madly and killed some more peo­ 
ple; then, in the best of humors, he 
lighted a cigarette and exclaimed with 
complacency: ‘W ell, I 
guess T have 
cleaned out at least 10 Jews.’ 
“ A police official with some soldiers 
pushed his way into a dentist's office, 
the reception room full of patients, 
chiefly women. 
The 
soldiers 
used 
blows: the police official cried out to 
the terrified women: ‘You whole mob 
of Jews should be rooted up,’ but with­ 
drew with the soldiers without shoot­ 
ing. 
A woman 
who 
followed him 
down the stairs was cut down. 
A servant girl was followed by a 
policeman and a soldier. 
She turned 
around and addressed the policeman 
with 
whom 
she 
was acquainted: 
‘Spare my life, you know that I am 
not a revolutionist.' ‘Move on, I know 
you,’ answered 
the 
policeman; 'no 
one w ill touch you.’ No sooner had she 
turned her back than she was shot 
down, at the policeman’s instigation. 
The bloodhounds raged chiefly against 
old men, women and children, who 
constituted the majority of the vic­ 
tims. This Slaughter ot the innocents 
lasted from 3 in the afternoon until 
3 after midnight. 
“ Yet these ignorant peasants' sons, 
who were prodded into becoming wild 
beasts, are compassionate in compar­ 
asen with the officers who gave the 
order for the bloodshed. 
'VSTien the 
shooting and the number of dead and 
wounded increased, the doctors of the 
city hastened at the risk of their lives 
wherever duty called them. By order 
of the officers they were prevented 
from aiding the wounded and were 
told they would be shot if they ap­ 
peared in the streets. 
They protest­ 
ed, begged, cried out, all to no pur­ 
pose. 
The soldiers 
showed their 
bayonets and the officers declared that 
the Jews would get along without 
medical assistance. 
Thus 
the sick 
and wounded 
remained 
18 hours, 
without medicine or medical advice. 
This explained the extraordinary num­ 
ber of deaths, which is increasing out 
of all proportions. 
So far there are 
60 dead and more than 100 wounded. 
“ What w ill come of all this? Who 
will save our unfortunate city. 
Gen­ 
eral of Division Bokajewski, a worth­ 
less creature, whose name deserves 
to stand on the pillar of shame of his­ 
tory with that of Alva, still has the 
say about the life and death of the 
inhabitants. 
The fate of more than 
80,000 men is in the hands of the per­ 
son who replied to the unfortunate 
citizens that went to him after the 
massacre 
to 
plead 
for protection 
against the soldiery: 'I w ill extermin­ 
ate all of you Jews,’ the criminal who 
suddenly informed the soldiers that 
martial law had been declared and 
gave no Intimation of the fact to the 
townspeople; 
the 
class of officers, 
craving revenge for defeats of whítíh 
we are innocent; the police, corrupt, 
impotent and hatred. 
Where can we 
find an escape? 
“ At Peterburg or Tiflis, at Lodz or 
Baku, at Simferopol or Samara, at 
Kurst or 
Odessa, 
everywhere the 
same scenes of hatred and murder, 
everywhere the same consequences 
of the same causes. 
A peace confer­ 
ence is in session at Portsmouth. W e 
are much more 
miserable that the 
poor soldiers in Manchuria. Who w ill 
bring peace at last to the 140,000,000?”
